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Ex-station 
set to be 
replaced 
by homes 

HALESOWEN’S former 
ambulance station will be 
demolished and replaced 
with seven homes after 
plans were given the green 
light. 

Knarsboro Homes Ltd has 
applied to Dudley Council to 
knock down the building in 
Old Hawne Lane. 

The proposals have now 
been given the go-ahead by 
council planners. 

In a supporting statement 
submitted with the planning 
application, Knarsboro 
Homes said: “West Mid¬ 
lands Ambulance Service 
will benefit primarily from 
the proceeds of the property 
sale, but will also be rid of 
the burden of disproportion- 
ally high commercial rates 
and the general running 
costs of operating from an 
old building.” 

The station was one of 10 
in the Black Country put up 
for sale by West Midlands 
Ambulance Service as part 
of the Make Ready Scheme. 

It will see traditional 
ambulance stations replaced 
with a higher number of 
smaller community bases. 

The scheme also involves 
the creation of two new 
maintenance hubs operat¬ 
ing 24 hours a day in Willen- 
hall and Dudley, 

The station in Halesowen 
closed in April and opera¬ 
tions are based at Trinity 
Point in Halesowen. 

Axe is used 
in shop raid 

AXE-wielding robbers 
threatened shop workers 
and delivery drivers at two 
Dudley stores - tying them 
up in one of the terrifying 
raids - before fleeing on a 
motorbike with cash. 

Raiders struck at the Spar 
store, Lawnswood Road, 
Wordsley, threatening staff 
and a delivery driver with 
the weapon. 

They were tied up by the 
robbers who stole cash 
before escaping on the bike 
towards the A449. 

It follows a robbery at a 
newsagent in Lake Street in 
Lower Gornal. 


£ 10,000 LIFELINE 
TO KRISTIAN'S GYM

THE gymnastics club that started Olympic bronze medal¬ 
list Kristian Thomas on his road to glory has been granted 
a cash windfall to help pay for new equipment. 

The Earls Gymnastics Club in Halesowen, is struggling to make ends meet as it faces 
a funding crisis. But it has been given nearly £10,000 by Dudley Council after club chair¬ 
man John Caulwell held discussions with council officers. 

Ward councillor Ken Turner helped the club apply for the grant from Halesowen Area 
Committee community funds. Talks are also ongoing into any external funding that the 
council can help Mr Caulwell apply for. Five coaches have already been laid off this year 
as the £100,000-a-year running costs are paid solely from membership fees as the club 
receives no other grants from the council or sports bodies. 


Big revamp 
for zoo will 
start in 2013 

A LONG-AWAITED revamp of some of 
Dudley Zoo’s most famous buildings, 
including its iconic wave entrance, will get 
under way next year. 

The programme of work for the restora¬ 
tion project, being funded with the help of 
Heritage Lottery cash, has been drawn up. 

The Safari Shop, Kiosk and Bear Ravine 
enclosure are in line for a makeover as part 
of the scheme, which follows the renovation 
of the chairlift. 

The famous Tecton buildings, which date 
back to 1937, were made using pre-stressed 
concrete and architects were able to mould 
it to create attractive enclosures to fit in 
with the surrounding landscape and the 
steepness of the Castle Hill site. 

But time has taken its toll on the struc¬ 
tures and now repairs are needed to help the 
zoo continue to use some of the buildings. 

Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitchman said: 
“Work will start on Safari Shop in Septem¬ 
ber 2013. Once completed, work will begin 
on the entrance, with a completion date of 
Spring 2014 - both of these will be done out 
of the main visitor season. 

The repairs on the Bear Ravine and Kiosk 
will be carried out during the main tourist 
season because they are further away from 
the main visitor attractions. 

The zoo has been granted Heritage Lot¬ 
tery funding of £1.15million for the work. 


Kristian, of Wednesfield, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton helped win Great Britain’s first medal 
in the team event for a century when they 
won bronze at London 2012. 

As well as helping win a bronze for Team 
GB, Kristian made a valiant bid for a 
medal in the individual men’s gymnastics. 
A stumble during the vault left him in sev¬ 
enth place. 

The £9,814 will go towards a new ring 
frame, parallel bars, a pommel horse, vault 
tracks and coaching blocks. 

The total costs of the equipment needed 
is close to £13,000 but Mr Caulwell says 
the grant will be a “massive help”. 

He said: “This is a very significant con¬ 
tribution to keeping the club going. We 
desperately need equipment so the money 
would just go towards that. 

Fireworks 

“It seems things are moving in the right 
direction. It just needed a spark to make 
people notice, but we got a complete fire¬ 
works display with Kristian’s perfor¬ 
mance in the Olympics.” 

Kristian was given a hero’s welcome at 
the Furnace Lane club earlier in the week 
and spoke of his hope that its future would 
be secured. 

He has trained there every week since he 
was five and said he believed the publicity 
from his Olympics campaign would help. 

He added: “Hopefully we are coming to 
a turning point in the club’s history 
because it has really struggled recently. 

“I wouldn’t be anything without the 
coaches at this club and there are lots of 
amazing athletes here that compete at top 
levels.” 

There are currently five international 
competitors training at the club along 
with Kristian, including Mr Caulwell’s 13- 
year-old son, Harry, who is a member of 
the Great Britain squad.

Since the start of his weight loss success 
Mr Leah has got a new job working in an 
administration at an NHS Community 
Health Centre in Highgate Birmingham, 
and he is now training for the Bupa Birm¬ 
ingham half marathon. 

He added: “I never would have considered 
running a half marathon before, but now in 
my training I am running six miles a day.”

£2.1m centre welcomes

A £2.1 MILLION arts centre 
created at a former glass 
factory in Dudley has 
opened after nearly a year 
of extensive restoration and 
refurbishment. 

The Glasshouse Arts Centre, in 
Wollaston Road, Amblecote, was 
officially opened last week. 

It has been created at the Lower 
Glasshouse building, which once 
formed part of the Webb Corbett 
glass factory and later Royal Doul- 
ton. 

The centre has an auditorium for 
400 people, a studio theatre for 70 
and two commercial workshops. 

It also incorporates the Webb Cor¬ 
bett Visitor Centre, which tells the 
story of the area’s glass heritage 
through displays and interactive

screens. Old machinery used in the 
glassmaking process is also on dis¬ 
play and visitors can learn more 
about the history of the site. 

It shares the same site as the 
Ruskin Glass Centre and has been 
funded by the Heritage Lottery 
Fund, which provided £1.85m and 
£250,000 came from Arts Council 
England. 

Cultural 

The centre is designed to be an 
artistic and cultural hub for the 
community and will be used for the¬ 
atre performances, conferencing and 
hospitality events. 

Local groups will be able to use 
the site for shows or events while at 
the same time providing training for 
the future generation of glassmak- 
ers. 

The opening event, held in the 


Lehr Theatre, started with an intro¬ 
duction by Aonghus Gordon, 
founder of the Ruskin Mill Trust. 

Councillor David Sparks, as well 
as Sarah Bond, of Arts Council Eng¬ 
land, and Susan Vaile of the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund, were at the 
opening of the new centre on August 
23.Visitors were then taken on a 
tour. 

It is the second phase of develop¬ 
ment on the site following a £1.4 
million refurbishment of the Ruskin 
Glass Centre at the end of 2010. 

The Ruskin Centre now houses 18 
businesses providing jobs for more 
than 30 people and is host to com¬ 
munity, business and cultural activ¬ 
ities. 

The opening was timed to coincide 
with the launch of the International 
Festival of Glass. There has been no 


time wasted in using the centre as it 
is hosting this year’s British Glass 
Biennale, an exhibition of glass 
pieces which will be the centrepiece 
of the festival. 

The site was bought by the 
Ruskin Mill Trust in 2000 with the 
objective of keeping the tradition of 
glass trade in the area alive. 

Commercial 

Glasshouse College principle Ollie 
Cheney said: “This kind of develop¬ 
ment allows improved awareness of 
the history and heritage of the area. 

“It also creates more workspace 
for commercial activity and supports 
essential opportunities for the stu¬ 
dents of Glasshouse College. 

“I believe the development will 
ensure the continued regeneration 
of arts, culture and commerce at the 
site.” 


Housing 
plans for 
former 
station 

A FORMER ambulance base 
in Stourbridge which closed 
earlier this year could be 
demolished to make way for 
housing. 

Horgan Homes and Devel¬ 
opments Ltd wants to knock 
down the redundant build¬ 
ing in Margaret Drive, 
Oldswinford and build four, 
three-bedroom, detached 
houses. The station was put 
on the market for £150,000 
earlier this year as part of a 
shake-up of services across 
the Black Country. 

Other stations in Hale¬ 
sowen, Oldbury, Wombourne 
and Cradley Heath are also 
being sold off. 

Proposals for the housing 
scheme in Stourbridge have 
been lodged with Dudley 
Council. 

In a design and access 
statement, submitted with 
the plans, agent James 
Stafford says the scheme 
includes a private access 
road, garages and parking 
spaces for the homes. 

This proposal will be sus¬ 
tainable by developing a 
redundant site and provid¬ 
ing homes for four families,” 
he said. 

The statement adds: “The 
proposal will generate fewer 
traffic movements than the 
ambulance station and allow 
adequate parking spaces.” 

Help group 
gets award 

A GROUP that helps people 
with learning disabilities 
develop new skills has been 
given a council award. 

The Green Team is a 
small business based at Dud¬ 
ley Canal Trust in Pear Tree 
Lane and was set up in 
March 2011 to provide sup¬ 
port services for people with 
learning disabilities.

It helps get 
people involved in gym ses¬ 
sions, swimming and gives 
advice on healthy eating.

Councils use big brother tactics on crimes 


SURVEILLANCE powers were used by 
councils in the region to catch out fraud¬ 
sters and fly-tippers almost 600 times 
over the past four years, with Dudley 
Council being among the smallest users, 
claim new figures. 

Local authorities set up spying opera¬ 
tions to catch dodgy dealers and people 
who do not clean up after their dogs. 

Figures released under the Freedom of 
Information Act reveal the use by coun¬ 
cils of the Regulatory Investigatory 
Powers Act (RIPA), which was set up 
under anti-terrorism measures. 


But some campaigners have fears over 
the use of the law. 

Big Brother Watch has called for a 
clampdown on its use, saying that the 
powers can be open to abuse. 

Walsall Council was the biggest user of 
the act in the Black Country and the fifth 
largest user in the whole country, having 
carried out 202 operations under RIPA 
since 2008. 

It mainly used it to watch people cheat¬ 
ing with their housing benefit claims, fly- 
tipping, anti-social behaviour and trading 
standards operations. 


But the figure also included nine cases 
of “staff working privately while absent 
on sick leave and insurance claims from 
injured parties”. 

Dudley Council only invoked the act 18 
times, 14 of them in 2008/9. Most were for 
catching people selling alcohol to chil¬ 
dren. 

Sand well Council used it 179 times, all 
for trading standards, environmental 
health and allegations of supply of drugs 
following public concerns. 

Wolverhampton City Council had 168 
operations including rogue traders, 


benefit fraudsters, noise nuisances and 
shadow car dealers. It had one instance of 
watching a “dog fouling hotspot”. 

Cannock Chase used it 14 times for fly 
tipping, dumping and a case of dog 
fouling. 

In Stafford it was used nine times and 
South Staffordshire Council used the act 
four times against fly-tippers. 

Lichfield District Council carried out 
three operations to watch fly-tipping in 
2008/9, and Wyre Forest District Council 
has twice watched suspected benefit 
fraudsters. 


Pub aiming to be brewing 
beer again after 150 years 


BREWING could return to a Dudley pub after 
more than 150 years if new plans are given the 
green-light. 

The Fownes Brewing Company wants permission to 
turn outbuildings at the Jolly Crispin pub in Clarence 
Street, Upper Gornal, into a brewery. 

Plans have already been submitted to Dudley Council 
and, if approval is given, bosses from the brewing 
company hope the new site H by |_ e e Watton 

will be up and running and ™ 
producing local ales by the 


end of October. 

Eight casks of ale would 
be produced every week to 
start with but Fownes has 
plans to expand rapidly 
once production has 
started. 

It is hoped the brewery 
will be sending out up to 
1,500 pints a week by the 
end of 2013. 

Fownes brewery was 
launched by brothers Tom 
and James Fownes, both of 
Sedgley. 

Festivals 

It will be run as a sepa¬ 
rate business to the pub 
but will supply it along 
with providing beer festi¬ 
vals with ale. 

The brewery also aims to 
supply cask beer for 
parties and events. 

Bottle conditioned ale 
will also be available from 
the dwarf brewery once 
production starts. 

Bosses at the brewing 
company have already 


built most of the equip¬ 
ment which will be used 
for the brewing which they 
hope will keep start-up 
costs low. 

Officials at the pub have 
supported the develop¬ 
ment and said it would be a 
boost to have on-site facili¬ 
ties after so many years. 

The facility is called a 
dwarf brewery due to its 
small size. 

Fownes was launched in 
May and supplied its first 
cask of Frost Hammer ale 
to the Jolly Crispin in July. 

Tom, aged 28, of Wolver¬ 
hampton Road East, who 
is the main brewer, said: 
“We are very excited by 
this prospect.” 

James, 32, who lives on 
The Ridgeway, added: 
“This will be a family 
venture.” The last time the 
pub served its own ale was 
in the 19th century when it 
also provided accommoda¬ 
tion.

Thief caught 
taking scrap 

A THIEF who loaded a skip containing 
£1,700 of scrap metal on to a lorry after using 
the vehicle to ram through gates at a Dudley 
firm has been jailed for 16 weeks. 

Philip Dicken, aged 49, was caught by 
police just 20 yards from Dudley Safes Ltd, 
Lower Gornal, after struggling to get away 
with the haul at around 8.30pm on July 11. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard Dicken 
decided to steal it after drinking strong cider 
and taking cocaine. 

The court heard he had reversed through 
the gates of the firm in Deepdale Lane, 
before loading the skip. Miss Lynda 
Gudgeon, prosecuting, told the court: “He 
was arrested for the theft and officers 
noticed he smelled of alcohol and his eyes 
were glazed,” she said. Tests had shown he 
had 123 milligrams of alcohol in 100 millil¬ 
itres of urine. The legal limit is 107 mil¬ 
ligrams. He was also found to have been 
driving while disqualified and the damage to 
the gates was valued at £500. Dicken, of 
Johnson Street, Bilston, pleaded guilty to 
theft, criminal damage, driving while dis¬ 
qualified and using a vehicle without a test 
certificate and while over the legal alcohol 
limit. Mrs Dawn Foxall, defending, said her 
client had accepted he was going to prison.

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700 'troubled families' 


MORE than 700 “troubled fami¬ 
lies” in Dudley will be offered help 
as part of a government scheme 
aimed at tackling problems which 
are often passed from generation 
to generation. 

Funding will be provided in a bid to 
encourage more children to return to school 
and get more adults back into work. The 
programme also aims to reduce anti-social 
behaviour problems. 

Council chiefs will be looking to cut crime 
and tackle issues such as domestic abuse, 
teenage pregnancies and social care inter¬ 
ventions. 

Dudley Council will receive £4,000 per 
family as part of the three-year scheme. It 
will be given £665,600 initially in 2012/13 as 
well as £100,000 funds to employ a co-ordi- 
nator to run the programme. It is hoped the 
cash will help to turn around the lives of 740 
families with 250 set to benefit during the 
first year. 

The council will be targeting families who 
have no working adult in the household; 
have children who are failing to regularly 
attend school and have family members 
involved in crime or anti-social behaviour. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton, said: “Dudley 
is already building on, and increasing capac¬ 
ity within its existing family intervention 
programme. 

“This involves an individual worker being 
assigned to a family to co-ordinate and 
provide the support the family requires.” 

It is estimated “troubled families” cost 
the public purse around £9 million every 
year.

DUDLEY Council has paid out the 
lion’s share of almost £2million 
spent on mobile phones for the 
region’s authorities during the 
past two years, new figures show. 

Around 11,000 handsets are available for 
use by staff at authorities in the region. 

A total of £1,918,760 was paid out 
between April 2010 and March 2012 which 
includes the cost of buying phones, line 
rental and calls. 

Council bosses say the phones are used 
only by staff who need them for their work 
and the costs are regularly reviewed to keep 
them low. 

Dudley Council paid out the most with a 
bill of £727,078 for its 3,047 phones. 

Sandwell Council, which provides 2,453 
phones, spent £542,425 during the two year 
period. 

The authority’s ICT strategy and client 
manager Andy Nicholls said: “Mobile 
phones are given to staff who need to use 
them as part of their jobs, and we constantly 
review contracts to ensure that prices as 
kept as low as possible. 

“In 2011/12 there were 2,453 phones 
available for staff use, however we are cur¬ 
rently in the final stages of a project to 
reduce this number and hence make consid¬ 
erable savings.” 

The bill in Wolverhampton was £378,000 
excluding VAT and the council had 1,749 
phones. 

Some of the money was spent on USB 
dongles for laptops. 

In Walsall a total of £163,010 was spent on 
mobile phones for council staff during the 
two years. The authority had 1,503 handsets 
on its books. The figures were released by 
the local authorities under the Freedom of 
Information Act.

Surprise discovery returns 
soldier's will after 70 years

A SOLDIER’S will has finally been reunited with his 
family in the Black Country - nearly 70 years after he 
died - when it was found tucked away in a garage.

Recycling scheme aims 
to ait Ml for pavements

Ups and downs - visitors to the

THE chairlift at Dudley Zoo has 
opened to the public for the first 
time in 12 years after a £117,000 
revamp. 

Families queued for a ride on the 
attraction, which has been fully 
restored. It will give people 
panoramic views of the borough 
from the top of Castle Hill. 

The three-month project to 


restore the lift included shot-blast¬ 
ing and painting of the 41 chairs and 
refitting all 76 wheels in the roller 
mechanism. 

Zoo chief executive Peter Suddock 
said: “We are so thrilled; one of the 
most common questions we are 
asked by national and overseas visi¬ 
tors is ‘When’s the chairlift going to 
be running?”’ 


RECYCLED materials are being 
used for pavements in Dudley as 
part of a £57,000 trial to cut costs. 

The surfaces in Darby End Road and Vale 
Road, Netherton, are being reconstructed to 
save around £9,000 - 15 per cent of the cost 
of labour and materials. 

If it proves successful council bosses will 
consider using the technique across the 
borough. They say it helps reduce waste and 
carbon emissions. 

The process involves removing the exist¬ 
ing asphalt, heating it to 180 deg C, adding 
in a chemical asphalt rejuvenator to help 
bind the material then relaying and com¬ 
pacting it. 

Two to three weeks later a top finish is 
added to protect the asphalt and ensure it is 
hardwearing. 

The recycling process should run until 
early September. It is hoped that the final 
surface course will be finished by the end of 
September. 

Councillor Judy Foster, cabinet member 
for transportation, said: “The use of recy¬ 
cled asphalt is quite new to us but it’s some¬ 
thing we’re keen to trial, especially as it 
provides a saving of nearly 15 per cent on 
standard pavement replacement. 

“It also reduces waste, transport costs and 
carbon emissions.” 

Peter Shone, managing director of high¬ 
ways maintenance contractor JPCS, said: 
“We are really excited to be working with 
Dudley on the footway recycling scheme, 
which is a very innovative and efficient 
process, with many environmental benefits 
which help sustain the local economy.

COUNCIL bosses are spending 
up to £450,000 on furniture, fit¬ 
tings and equipment at their new 
multi-million headquarters in Kid¬ 
derminster. 

It is now giving away its old desks and 
chairs. Wyre Forest District Council said the 
surplus furniture and equipment was either 
no longer fit for purpose or did not fit in the 
new development. 

Council leader John Campion has invited 
Wyre Forest voluntary and charitable 
organisations to bid for the furniture and 
equipment at no charge. 

Around 200 council staff will be moved to 
the new headquarters from other council- 
owned or operated offices around the dis¬ 
trict. 

Older buildings owned by the authority 
are expected to be sold off to raise the cash 
for the £10 million development. 

Councillor Campion said: “Obviously we 
have re-used as much furniture as possible 
in the move to our new building, but as in 
any relocation there is furniture that is 
either unfit for purpose or simply doesn’t fit. 

“We have decided to deal with the surplus 
furniture by giving it away locally as it’s the 
most cost-effective disposal for the Council.” 

Free items available include meeting 
chairs, workstation chairs, small tables, 
three and four-drawer desk pedestals, work¬ 
stations, bookcase shelves, three-drawer 
desks, desk lamps and desk fans. 

The council had planned to move into the 
building at Finepoint Business Park, near 
Stourport, at the start of September.

Bad weather is a factor 
in fall of number of fires 


FIRES started through arson or by accident 
have fallen over the past year across the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire, according to 
new figures. 

Both counties have reported a decrease in 
secondary fires. 

These are smaller blazes usually in 
outdoor areas, such as on grass or heathland, 
and are traditionally the most common type 
of fire tackled by crews at this time of year. 

The recent bad weather has been cited as 
a key factor in the reduction in secondary 
fires started deliberately this year. 

In June 2011, West Midlands Fire Service 
was called to 235 secondary fires started 
accidentally and 694 deliberately. 

In July, this rose to 342 accidental fires 
and 1,023 deliberate. 


But this year there were 122 accidental 
secondary fires and 249 deliberate in June 
and 165 accidental and 382 started through 
arson in July. 

The drop has also been reflected in 
Staffordshire with 23 accidental and 204 
deliberate secondary fires in June 2011 
rising to 29 accidents and 298 caused by 
arson in the July. 

But this year only six accidental secondary 
fires were reported in June and 82 blazes 
started deliberately. 

In July this year there were seven acciden¬ 
tal and 108 deliberate. 

Both fire services said they also believed 
the reduction had been helped by the bad 
weather and through stepping up awareness 
schemes over the summer months. 


Health centre proposals 


PLANS for two multi-million pound 
health centres in Lye and Pensnett 
will go before health chiefs for final 
approval. NHS Dudley needs to get 
the go-ahead from West Midlands 
Strategic Health Authority before 
work can progress. 

Under the proposals, a £6million 
medical centre will be built in Lye 
and a £3million centre will open in 
Pensnett. They will offer a range of 
community services as well as 
housing doctors surgeries. Business 
plans for the schemes are being 
drawn up and will be submitted. 

Further work on finalising the 
cost of the builds will then be carried 
out. 

The proposals for the Lye scheme 


have also been submitted to the 
council and a decision will be made 
at a later date. It would house the 
Limes Surgery in High Street and 
the Pedmore Road Surgery which 
would relocate to the centre along 
with the Health for Lyefe shop. 

There would also be treatment 
rooms for physiotherapy, podiatry, 
speech and language therapy. 

Counselling 

Midwifery and community 
nursing teams and counselling serv¬ 
ices would on site, with space outside 
for a mobile breast screening unit. 
Plans for the Pensnett centre which 
will serve up to 6,000 patients, were 
approved by Dudley Council in June. 


It will replace a petrol station and 
snooker hall in High Oak and house 
High Oak Surgery as well offering 
specialist treatments such as physio¬ 
therapy, speech and language 
therapy and midwifery. 

An NHS Dudley spokeswoman 
said: “We are in discussions with 
West Midlands Strategic Health 
Authority (SHA) with regard to two 
new builds.” 

After the complete outline busi¬ 
ness plans have been submitted to 
and approved by the SHA these 
plans will be worked up to full busi¬ 
ness case stage and will only be 
finally endorsed for building work to 
start once we reach financial close.

10,000 have signed up to 
save hospital from closing 


A PETITION rallying support to stop the closure of Kidderminster 
Hospital now has 10,000 signatures, campaigners say. The Kidder¬ 
minster Hospital Alliance is fighting plans to overhaul hospital serv¬ 
ices in Worcestershire. 

The group wants services to be protected and is asking NHS bosses to consider using 
Kidderminster Hospital more to help relieve the pressure on the Alexandra in Redditch 
and the Worcestershire Royal in Worcester, which both have busy A&E units. Stephen 

Brown, secretary for the Kidderminster 
Hospital Alliance, said the petition had 
reached the 10,000 mark. 

Members have been busy collecting sig¬ 
natures around the town including at Kid¬ 
derminster Harriers Football Club. 

Mr Brown said: “The big date is the 13 
September when the NHS announce their 
short-listed models.” 

Health chiefs are reviewing the county’s 
three main hospitals and six ‘models of 
care’ have been drawn up including two 
which threaten the Kidderminster site 
with closure or downgrading. 

Model 

Six potential “models of care” have been 
put forward. Each model would, as a mini¬ 
mum, see minor injury treatment facilities, 
outpatient services and some diagnostic 
services remain in Kidderminster, Redditch 
and Worcester, although this could be at 
existing sites or at different premises. 

There is a budget of £900 million for hos¬ 
pitals in Worcestershire in 2012/13 but 
there is a growing gap between the demand 
for healthcare and the available funding 
with officials predicting a £200m shortfall 
by 2014/15. 

A shortage of specialist doctors is 
another reason behind the proposed shake- 
up. 

Clinicians say the problem will worsen as 
the demand for services grows. 

Around 400 people across the county 
have attended seven discussion events and 
a report on the findings will be published 
by the end of the month. 

A formal consultation will be starting in 
November. 


Opening looms 
for carpet site 

HISTORIC looms have been installed and 
displays are set to go up as work to turn a 
former carpet mill into one of the region’s 
leading tourist attractions gains pace. 

Bosses at Kidderminster Carpet Museum 
say “everything is now coming together” as 
work continues at the grade-II listed Stour- 
vale Mill, in Green Street. One of the most 
important parts of the project - installation 
of centrepiece exhibits, a Jacquard Wilton 
and Axeminster loom - has now been com¬ 
pleted. Other displays will be going in next 
month. 

That phase in September will be the final 
stage of the scheme. Bosses from the carpet 
museum trust have announced a formal 
opening ceremony for the museum will take 
place on October 19. 

Patron of the trust Lord Cobham, of 
Hagley Hall, will carry out the opening. The 
museum will then open on October 20. 

Trust officials said everything was on 
schedule for the opening date although there 
was still a lot of work to be done over the 
next month. 

They said its extensive archive had also 
been moved from the nearby MCF Complex, 
in New Road, and is being set up in the new 
museum building. 

The archive contains pictures, documents 
and equipment from the carpet-making fac¬ 
tories which once employed thousands.

DUDLEY College’s new £18 
million vocational training 
centre is nearing completion 
with students due to move in 
in less than a month.

Bosses from the college 
say the first classes would be 
held at the new building on 
September 23 - a day earlier 
than scheduled. 

An official opening will 
then take place in late Octo¬ 
ber or early November. 

The development, which 
features distinctive copper 
cladding on the outside, is 
set over four floors and 
incorporates the frontage of 
the former fire station. 

The fourth floor will be 
used by art and design stu¬ 
dents. Classrooms also have 
views over Tower Street and 
Coronation Gardens. 

There is also a sports hall 
which accommodates six 
badminton courts, two prac¬ 
tice basketball courts and a 
volleyball court. 

Level three of the building 
will be used by sports and 
public services students and 
there is also a practice salon 
for hair and beauty students 
at the college. It also leads to 
the upper tier of the 181-seat 
theatre.

rable incident which re¬ 
sulted in one of her front teeth being broken in two. 

The shorthand secretary/PA was persuaded by a 
work colleague to ask her dentist for denture. “What a 
mistake,” she says. “I wish I had never had a denture 
because that’s when my troubles began.”

OBJECTIONS have been lodged 
against plans for a £1.3million 
expansion of a sixth form college. 

Neighbours of King Edward VI College’s 
De Saulles building in Stourbridge, have 
voiced their fears. 

The college has been earmarked for new 
classrooms, but families say they fear their 
homes will be overlooked by the develop¬ 
ment. College bosses want to build a two- 
storey mathematics centre at the site, in St 
John’s Road, for the 500 students who study 
the subject every year. 

But residents in St Giles Row, off Lower 
High Street, fear the project will affect their 
privacy and reduce the amount of daylight 
coming into their homes. 

Jonathan Taylor, speaking on behalf of 32 
residents, said in a letter to Dudley Council: 
“The most important issue is that the pro¬ 
posed two-storey plan will reduce access to 
daylight for the homes close to the develop¬ 
ment. 

“The second issue regards privacy, mainly 
for the gardens and bedrooms of the town 
houses close to the site, which will be 
directly overlooked from the proposed devel¬ 
opment.” 

Mr Taylor said the residents did not object 
to the development of the college but would 
prefer a single-storey building created to 
protect their privacy. 

College bosses want to demolish the De 
Saulles building to make way for the new 
mathematics block. 

The project would be funded by the 
college, which is based in Lower High Street, 
with the help of a Government grant of 
around £675,000.

Decision on investment 
could mean 80 carpet jobs 


AN EXTRA 80 jobs could be created in 
Kidderminster if the owners of carpet 
maker Brintons decide to invest in new 
cutting edge looms there, rather than in 
Portugal. 

The Carlyle Group from the United 
States, which bought Brintons last Sep¬ 
tember, will decide by the end of the year 
where to make the £8 million investment. 

Don Coates, managing director of Brin¬ 
tons, said currently it was swaying in 
favour of Portugal because the economi¬ 
cally-stricken country was offering better 
incentives. 

Brintons bosses met business minister 
Mark Prisk, number two to Vince Cable 
recently, to request more support. 


Mr Coates said that he hoped the Gov¬ 
ernment would come back with an 
improved offer that would persuade 
Carlyle to invest in the Stourport Road 
factory where 350 are employed. 

“This is a major investment decision for 
us. It would support jobs here and increase 
export revenue. 

“Brintons has changed a lot since the 
buyout and we have taken a decision to 
give the UK a future and we would like to 
put something new into the UK but it 
needs the Government to help strengthen 
the case for that,” added Mr Coates. 

Brintons also employs 200 in Telford 
and has a factory in India as well as in Por¬ 
tugal. 


Takeover may raise tax 


TAKEOVER of a civic building 
to ensure it remains open for 
community use could lead to 
a rise in council tax for resi¬ 
dents in a Worcestershire 
town. 

Stourport Town Council is working 
to take on Stourport Civic Centre when 
Wyre Forest District Council moves to 
a new base later in the year. 

The town council have decided to 
continue their work towards acquiring 
the building after a feasibility study 
was recently drawn up. 

But the study revealed if the project 
was taken forward it may involve an 
increase in the amount of council tax 
paid by residents in Stourport. The 


town council said the rise was only a 
possibility and every effort would be 
made to ensure there would be no 
increase. 

But they said the present worst esti¬ 
mate could result in a £4.26 average 
annual increase for council taxpayers 
in Stourport. 

Admitted 

Councillor John Holden, chairman of 
the working party looking into the 
takeover, admitted there were still 
“hurdles to cross” before a final deci¬ 
sion was made. 

“The decision to continue acquiring 
the site is another big step forward and 
we are all keen to move this project on,” 
he said. 

“However, we need to make sure we 


have explored all the options and 
received the best advice possible before 
making a decision. This is a great 
opportunity but also a very challenging 
project with the aim of creating a real 
civic and community resource for the 
town.” 

Treasurer of Stourport Town 
Council Richard Mountford said: “To 
keep this valuable asset open and 
working for the town, every effort will 
be made to set no increase in the council 
tax. However, the current worst esti¬ 
mate results in a £4.26 average annual 
increase for Stourport taxpayers.” 

Last October, Wyre Forest District 
Council gave an agreement to transfer 
the building into community owner¬ 
ship and to provide a £500,000 grant to 
refurbish it. 


Plans to go

Campaign push to bring 
region a new Metro line

A CAMPAIGN is being stepped 
up for a new Metro line through 
the Black Country - but council 
chiefs admit they could face a 
long wait for funding. 

Dudley Council hopes the extension of 
the line currently being built in Birming¬ 
ham will prompt the Government to plough 
more money into the region. 

It wants the metro to be part of a huge 
revamp of the town, which includes a new 
market, superstore and link road between 
Dudley Zoo and the Black Country Living 
Museum. 

The line, which would run between 
Wednesbury and Brierley Hill, has been 
included in the blueprint for Castle Hill in 
Dudley. 

Regeneration chief Councillor Shaukat 
Ali said the council would step up calls on 
the Government to invest in the £289 
million project. 

He said: “As a local authority we want to 
keep the campaign going to improve the 
transport system and we will do whatever 
we can to make sure that it can happen when 
resources become available. 

“But we do not know when funding will 
become available, as we must rely on central 
government, so at the moment it is a case of 
making our voice heard.” 

The Birmingham line will run from Snow 
Hill Station to New Street Station, creating 
more than 1,500 new jobs and boosting the 
region’s economy by more than £50m a year. 

Plans to extend the line through Wolver¬ 
hampton were also recently resurrected.

The Rev Karen Stanton, team vicar in the 
Wythenshawe Anglican Team in Manches¬ 
ter, will be licensed as Rector of Kinver and 
Enville in early November.

A RACING car driven by Formula 1 
legends Stirling Moss, Jim Clark, 
Graham Hill and Innes Ireland was 
seen in action for the first time in 25 
years over the weekend. 

The 1960 Lotus 19 underwent a 
three-year restoration, having been 
a bare chassis and boxes of bits kept 
in storage by the previous owner for 
more than 20 years.

Hoping to keep the 
feel good factor going 


W e’re a sturdy old nation if 
nothing else. For those of 
us who sat through the 
nail-biting Olympic Games - from 
the opening ceremony through the 
emotional wins and near-wins of 
Team GB, to that surprise-laden 
closing ceremony, we have certainly 
done ourselves proud. 

The eyes of the world have been 
on us since we celebrated the 
Queen’s Jubilee back in June, and 
we haven’t once crumbled - but the 
pressure is far from off, as the next 
stint of the Games is officially 
declared open in London 2012 
Paralympic Games Opening 
Ceremony. 

Due to the success of the 
Olympics, ticket sales for the 
Paralympics have soared and, at 
the time of writing, the surge had 
meant it was on track be the first to 
sell out in the event’s 52-year 
history. London 2012-fever is as rife 
as ever, something that former 
Paralympic swimmer Rachael 
Latham is intensely proud of. 

She said: “When we won the bid, 
and everybody was saying how the 


Paralympics will be so much bigger, 
I always wondered how they were 
going to make sure it was on par 
with the Olympics. And the best 
thing is that I don’t think they’ve 
needed to do that much [to promote 
it] - people simply want it to be [a 
big hit]. Everyone is excited for the 
Paralympics, which I don’t think 
we’ve ever had before. It definitely 
wasn’t like that when I was racing in 
Beijing. I think it’s going to be a new 
era for the Paralympics.” 

Rachael is the current European 
record holder for 200m butterfly, 
world record holder for 50m 
butterfly and 200m backstroke 
British record holder. She took part 
in two finals in the Beijing 
Paralympics, but an injury meant 
she had to retire from competitive 
swimming in 2009, and couldn’t be 
involved in London 2012 - at least 
not in the way she had previously 
known. However, she is on 
presenting duties and will be 
covering all the action down on the 
front line for Channel 4 - and that’s 
the next best thing, according to 
Rachael. 


She explains: “There was no way I 
wasn’t going to get involved in 
London 2012. When I couldn’t 
go with swimming, I just had to 
find a new way to be able to get 
there. 

“Obviously I’m an athlete at heart 
and I always will be but I couldn’t 
have asked for anything more than 
to be part of the media. Channel 4 
is going to do a great job and I’m 
so excited.” 

But let’s not get ahead of ourselves 
- as the opening ceremony gets 
underway, Channel 4 stalwarts Jon 
Snow and Krishnan Guru-Murthy 
present from what promises to be a 
phenomenal start to the occasion; 
especially given that the 
Paralympics originated in the UK in 
1948. 

We can expect a spectacle 
that challenges perceptions of 
human possibility, including a fly 
past by Aerobility, a British charity 
that trains disabled people to 
become pilots, a parade of all the 
competing nations, and, of course, 
the official entrance of the 
Paralympic Flame.

Late blossoms 
bring colour to 
lift what’s been 
a dire summer 

While many summer flowers are now fading, Hannah Stephenson looks at the bright lights 
of late summer which will make your borders sizzle 



MY delphiniums and lupins are long gone, my 
roses are fading and the giant-flowered 
hybrid clematis are past their best, but my 
perennial borders remain a riot of colour 
thanks to a few, well-chosen gems. 

Late summer can be a time when colour is at its hottest, 
when blazing crocosmia, burnt orange helenium, bright 
yellow rudbeckias, acid green euphorbias and an array of 
other plants come into their own. 

Exotic orange ginger lilies (Hedychium), which release a 
great scent, clash with vibrant red Dahlia ‘Bishop of 
Llandaff or its relative D. ‘Tally Ho’, with its hot, deep 
orange flowers. 

If you prefer pastel shades, plant sun-loving cone flowers 
(Echinacea) in shades of pink and white for a cooler, more 
subtle scene. 

The daisy-like flowers and height (they can grow to 
150cm (5ft) tall) mean they work well towards the back of 
the border, attracting bees and butterflies and adding 
impact alongside globe thistle (Echinops) and monarda. 

Some varieties have rich colours that can be combined 
with fuchsias, or blue salvias. E. ‘White Swan’, a white 
variety with yellow centre, provides a cooling companion 
dotted within the hot border. 

Extending 

If you thought hard before summer started and were wise 
enough to plant some nasturtium seeds in your hanging 
baskets and patio pots, they should be now showing their 
true colours in a hot array of orange and yellow. 

Clumps of bulbs are particularly useful in extending the 
season. Spikes of crocosmia will add architectural interest 
to the late summer border, their upright, spiky leaves with 
elegant sprays of orange-red flowers brightening the scene. 

My favourite is C. ‘Lucifer’, a fairly tall variety growing to 
120cm (4ft), which produces brilliant red flowers and looks 
wonderful grown alongside the purple-leaved smoke bush, 
Cotinus ‘Royal Purple’, or against a backdrop of acid-green 
evergreens. 

Many warm yellow herbaceous perennials look fantastic 
in mass plantings, such as the long-lasting Rudbeckia 
fulgida ‘Goldsturm’ and late season heliopsis. 

Bronze or burgundy leaves look fantastic mixed with the 
hot-coloured border. Place shrubs with red-purple foliage, 
such as Berberis thunbergii f. atropurpurea, behind red or 
orange plants. 

The burgundy leaves of heucheras also make a wonderful 
foil at the front of the border, as their more vibrant compan¬ 
ions show off from behind. Other good choices include the 
herbaceous perennial Lysimachia ciliata ‘Firecracker’, a 



moisture-loving bronze-leaved plant with brilliant yellow 
flowers. Use drifts of perennial border phloxes in the middle 
of borders to provide intense pools of summer colour. Herba¬ 
ceous potentillas or small asters can be planted in front to 
hide the bare phlox stems. 

Phloxes are ideal follow-on plants for poppies and should¬ 
n’t need staking except in windy gardens. Don’t let them 
dry out in summer as they need a moist soil. 

Hotter subjects include red hot pokers (kniphofia), which 
produce rocket-shaped flowers, some red with yellow at the 
base, others a single colour, and the red tradescantia, T. 
‘Carmine Glow’, a low-growing perennial (usually growing 
to around 60cm so perfect for the front of the border) with 
strap-like foliage which flowers until September. 

Red varieties of astilbe such as ‘Feuer’ will give you coral- 
red flowers to September, above delicate feathery plumes. 
They thrive in moist ground in partial shade and can really 
brighten up a woodland scene. 

If you want to add late summer-flowering plants to an 
existing border, buy as many of the same colour and variety 
as you can afford and repeat-plant them through the border 
to develop a sense of rhythm. 

When mixing colours try to avoid using too many pastels 
with hot colours as the brighter hues will swamp the more 
subtle ones. 

If you plan carefully, your sizzling summer colour can last 
right through to autumn.

Zafira Tourer tows the line for quality 


FIRST things first, I don’t need a 
seven seater car and I don’t need to 
be able to tow a decent weight. . . 
but if I did the Vauxhall Zafira Tourer 
would be up there among con¬ 
tenders. 


This third-generation of the model hit our 
roads earlier this year and has continued its 
earlier success and built on it. Unlike some 
MPVs, it is full-size with plenty of space for 
seven, and also unlike other MPVs, it can actu¬ 
ally tow a decent weight. In fact it was named 
this year’s Best MPV at Practical Caravan mag¬ 




azines’s Towcar Awards 2012. 

The Practical Caravan awards, backed by 
What Car? magazine and The Camping and 
Caravanning Club, are based on a vigorous and 
thorough towcar assessment. Each car is tested 
by a panel of eight judges for its towing ability, 
buying and owning costs, drive quality when 
not towing and practicality. 

“The Zafira Tourer really comes into its own 
when towing,” said awards judge Nigel Don¬ 
nelly, Haymarket Outdoor Leisure Group’s 
editor-in-chief - digital. “At the legal limit and 
beyond the Zafira Tourer is a relaxing car to 
tow with. With plenty of power and torque, the 
2.0-litre engine pulled car and caravan from 30- 
60mph in 14.1 seconds. Braking showed the 
shortest stopping distance in this class. The 
Zafira Tourer offers strong performance, good 
stability and space for seven.” 

“We’re delighted Zafira Tourer has won the 
Best MPV title at the Towcar Awards 2012,” 
said Peter Hope, Vauxhall’s marketing director. 
“The Towcar of the Year awards are an indus¬ 
try standard and by far the most prestigious 
event in the caravanning calendar.” 

And while I didn’t test its towing capabilities 
the 2.0 litre version I drove certainly felt it had 
the capability to hitch up the ‘van’ for a 
summer holiday and leave you feeling pretty 


safe behind the wheel with the kids piled in the 
back. But I did test some of Vauxhall’s flexibil¬ 
ity claims by trying out a number of the options 
Flex7 seating system. There are several includ¬ 
ing ‘Lounge Seating’ on key models. When you 
want seven up the two seats at the very back 
come up out of the floor and the middle bench 
seat is now a set of three separate seats which 
are also each capable of folding and splitting 
into any number of combinations. In addition 
the two outside seats slide backwards and 
inwards against the middle seat which folds to 
form two arm rests and gives plenty of space. 

Lugger 

Only downside to seven up is the reduced 
boot space. But if you want to turn it into a 
load lugger put all the seats down to reveal 
1,860 litres of space - more than enough for 
a trip to collect flat-pack from Ikea or clear 
the shed out and head for the tip. 

Staying on the inside materials are of a 
much better quality than the old model and 
the design means everyone gets a good view 
of outside from the light and airy cabin. This 
is made even better if you opt for a 
panoramic sunroof and the high-top wind¬ 
screen 

There’s a choice of two petrol engines and 
three diesel. My car was the ecoflex with 
start/stop technology and I really could 
appreciate the difference in fuel consump¬ 
tion when chugging around town doing odd 
jobs and stopping off for shopping. Sitting at 


traffic lights just when they change at one of my 
regular routes can take some minutes and 
when the engine switches off it can make all the 
difference on your monthly fuel bill. 

Drivewise it was comfortable and coped well 
with the potholes on the B roads on my way into 
work and it smoothly made its way along the 
M54. 

Standard features across the four trim level 
range include: ESfi six airbags, air condition¬ 
ing, CD/MP3 player and cruise control - not 
bad with prices starting at £21,010.

ALL’S WELL that ends well. And 
Albion’s fans ended their night 
out in Somerset singing in the 
rain. 

But the Baggies’ sopping wet supporters 
feared their hopes of a Capital One Cup run 
would be washed away before two late goals 
from a second-string line-up eventually saw 
off the challenge of high-flying Yeovil at 
Huish Park, writes Steve Madeley. 

An Albion side featuring 10 changes from 
the weekend draw at Tottenham were 
pushed all the way by an in-form Glovers 
outfit inspired by two-goal Hawthorns old- 
boy Reuben Reid. 

But a Shane Long brace, a Chris Brunt 
rocket and a crucial - but fortunate - Craig 
Dawson strike eventually took Steve 
Clarke’s men into round three and pro¬ 
longed his unbeaten start to life at the helm. 

It was a night where the patience and ded¬ 
ication of the 1,242 travelling fans were 
tested to the limit, and when the character 
and resilience of Clarke’s squad eventually 
shone through to mask memories of their 
sluggish first half. 

Misery 

A three-hour drive and a constant down¬ 
pour left the majority of Baggies supporters 
soaked as they watched from an uncovered 
terrace while their team toiled against the 
League One leaders. 

And for long spells of a breathless match 
it appeared they would be made to endure 
another 30 minutes of misery, even after a 
stunning 35-yard effort from Brunt had set 
in motion a belated Baggies fightback from 
Reid’s 15th-minute opener. 

Ultimately an instinctive touch from 
Dawson and a crisp volley from Long for his 
second goal after Reid’s headed equaliser 
gave the scoreline a facade of superiority for 
Clarke and his men.

It was a pulsating, end-to-end affair and 
Albion went close with Dawson seeing a 
header cleared off the line by Luke Ayling. 

And they were denied by the woodwork 
when Brunt’s right-footed shot took a 
deflection and looped onto Marek Stech’s 
left-hand post. James Hayter headed just 
over for Yeovil but the Baggies’ extra quality 


reared its head as they turned the game 
around with two goals in the final five 
minutes of the first half. 

The first was Brunt’s thunderbolt, the 
Baggies skipper letting fly from 35 yards 
with a left-footed effort that whistled into 
the top corner. And the second, on the stroke 
of half-time, was a predator’s strike as Long 
pounced on a fumble by Stech from a Brunt 
corner to make it 2-1.
